. Paris, August 17, 1866. 

I was unable in my last letter to give a sketch 
of the late M. Théodore Muret’s life. I therefore 
begin this communication with an epitome of his 
career. He was born in 1808, and consequently 
was 58 years old at the time of his death. I 
know nothing of his early career. He was pro- 
bably born in poverty, for he labored as none but 
the children of the poor can labor. He wrote 
plays, histories, novels; was for years chief editor 
of a provincial paper; and for a still longer period 
of time the dramatic critic of the Legitimist organ, 
“La Gazette de France.” His best work is his last | 
work: a history of France told by the pieces played 
in the Parisian theatres. It is piquant. He la- 
bored assiduously on it; the mountains of news- 
papers and plays he examined to obtain materials 
for it were incredibly large, high, broad, and nu- 
merous. He said, after its publication: “That 
book has killed me;” and he spoke the truth. 
His other estimable works are a “History of 
Paris ;” a “History of Condé’s Army;” and a 
“ History of the Western Wars.” He wrote, too, a 
good many pamphlets; one of them, “The Truth 
to Workmen, Peasants, and Soldiers,” reached in 
1849 a sale of 600,000 copies. One circumstance 
militated against the sale of his books, and in- 
deed against the earthly success of his life. It 
was the same cause which has marred M. Guizot’s 
life—M. Théodore Muret was a Protestant. The 
French have lost, except in company of the supe- 
riors on whom they depend for advancement or | 
place, the manners of a dancing-master. Rudeness 
is quite fashionable. I do not believe there is a 
nation in the world so insensible to Right as the 
French are. I use Right in the sense Blackstone ap- 
plies it when he speaks of the Rights of Persons and 
the Rights of Things. In this corrupt society, a 
Protestant is not unlike a man cased in steel armor 
walking the streets. He is not so nimble of motion 
as the other passers, and when they strike against 
each other the collision is broken by common yield- 
ing and by the elasticity of the soft cloth and softer 
flesh. Every blow given by the armor inflicts severe 
pain. The Protestant is encased in principles ; 
there are actions of which he would not be guilty! 
even in his closet; he has an inflexible rule of con- 
duct, which governs even the ordinary deeds of life. 
So he is continually coming into collision with his 
neighbors, who have no rule of life except selfish 
convenience. M. Théodore Muret passed for a 
sort of Timon because he lived greatly alone. 
The truth is all Protestants in France live alone; 
they seem to be in and yet not of the country. 
They appear still to be Huguenots, and as such 
liable any day to be cut down by the sword, or 
burned at the stake, or broken on the wheel. In 
the provinces, they have a separate place in the 
burying-ground, which is hard by, if it be not par- 
cel of the portion where suicides and the beheaded | 
criminals and infamous people are interred. Look 
at the Jews with you. See how they form a city | 
in your city, and a State in your State, and a so- 
ciety in your society. They are buried apart from | 
you. They pray apart from you. How their boys 
are circumcised and their maids are married are 
more or less mysteries to you. This is precisely 
the situation of the Protestants in France. While | 
M. Théodore Muret was the dramatic critic of “La 
Gazette de France” (a place he lost solely because 
he was a Protestant), he was to be seen, on the first 
performance of new pieces, all alone. Other critics | 
were surrounded by those courtiers which ever | 
hang around men in conspicuous places. While | 
he was chief editor of the provincial paper to which |

I have alluded, he lived entirely alone. He passed 
among the common people of the town (who had 
never heard of a Protestant) as a Jesuit, and was 
detested. Nevertheless, a more highminded, hon- 
orable, thoroughly honest man never breathed. 
When he was persuaded he was in the right, he 
was as firm as a rock; he might have been slain, 
(who is safe from the vulgar mob’s frenzy: does 
not our Saviour on the Cross tower above the angry 
multitude as the Eternal protestation of Right 
against Might, and Eternal pledge of Right’s ulti- 
mate supremacy ?) he could not have been forced 
to recant. He died after a life of hard, honorable 
labor, and not a dozen people were to be found fol- 
lowing his coffin tothe grave. It gives me satis- 
faction to record M. Emile Augierand M. Victorien 
Sardou were two of the ten people who attended 
his funeral. 

It was for some days rumored in Paris that 
M. Benjamin Pifteau had committed suicide in 
despair. The rumor proved unfounded. He had 
been in great peril of death by drowning, but 
had struggled to escape it with as much energy as 
if he had been a millionaire’s son. Before the 
rumor was contradicted, a newspaper gave this 
sketch of his career: “ His history is simple. He 
was a professor at Nantes; he quitted his college, 


| came up to Paris, lived by hunger, and at last died 


by it. In the mean time the*poor fellow had been 
the secretary of M. Alex. Dumas, who committed 
real cruelties with the best heart in the world, 
without ruffling his composure, without wounding 
his moral sense. M. Alex. Dumas always has too 
much money at the service of the wretched with 
whom he is unacquainted to think of those he 
knows. Consequently, Piftean’s functions were 
more glorious than lucrative. His plate was always 
set—with fifteen others—at M. Dumas’s table. 
When M. Dumas was invited anywhere to dine, he 
said, with the best intention in the world: ‘Ill 
bring Pifteau with me, if it will not inconvenience 
you.’ But the unfortunate secretary did not re- 
ceive at the dessert the boots, shirts, and waist- 
coats of which he stood in absolute need. This is 
At that period 
of time M. Dumas published all sorts of stuff in the 
grand ‘ Journal,’ for which he was paid eight cents a 
line. Every hour an order for 10Uf. was presented 
to the cashier of this newspaper. In the afternoon 
Pifteau would call on the cashier; it was indispens- 
ably necessary he should carry 200f. to M. Alex. 
Dumas, who was staying in the country, and who 
was expecting every moment ten guests and twelve 
bailiffs. When Plateau received the 200f. he would 
pull the cashier by the sleeve, and mysteriously say 
to him: ‘Can’t you advance 20f. to me personally ? 
Charge it to M. Dumas: You will do me a great 
favor.’ Iam very much afraid poor Pifteau never 
received any other pay except these 20f. pieces, 
conquered by main force.” 

M. Alex. Dumas has made this reply to the fore- 
going allegations: “ You have announced that, as 
I forgot to pay my secretaries when they quitted me, 
they, dying of hunger, committed suicide by drown- 
ing. In the first place, M. Piftean quitted my ser- 
vice nearly two years ago, and I am not rich enough 
to pay my secretaries pensions equal to their sal- 
aries. The government itself, which is far richer 
than I am, gives its servants after thirty years’ ser- 
vice only half their salary; but gives nothing to 
them who remain fifteen, ten, five years, and es- 
pecially only six months in its service. I must 
consequently confess I should not feel in the least 
guilty because one of my secretaries committed 
suicide eighteen months after he quitted me, or 
rather eighteen months after I quitted him. Still

M. Charles Monselet was likewise 
decorated with the Legion of Honor; he was born 
at Nantes April 30, 1825, where his father was a 
bookseller; but, as the latter removed to Bordeaux 
while Charles was still very young, it was in the 
newspapers of the latter city his first literary ef- 
forts (they were poetry) were printed. He wrote 
for the Bordeaux Theatre several pieces (among 
others, a parody of M. Ponsard’s Lucréce). In 
1846, he came up to Paris, and began his literary 
career by writing a novel in “ L’Epoque” (1847), and 
a second novel in “La Patrie’”’ (1848), and he soon 
became popular. He has written a great deal since 
then in the public prints, and has found time to 
write some eighteen or nineteen volumes. He 
passes for one of the great gourmets of Paris. M. 
Edouard Flouvier is another of our literary men 
decorated on the 15th of August. He is a client 
of M. George Sand. His early life was a hard one: 
He was a currier, and while dressing leather began 
to write poetry and novels in “ Le Musée des Fa- 
milles.”” In 1850 he had a two act comedy played 
at the French Comedy, and has since then brought 
out a good many novels and plays which have been 
almost successful; but there is a vagueness, or sort 
of mysticism or reverie about all he does which 
militates against their success. A fourth literary 
man who received the Legion of Honor on the 15th 
of August was M. Hippolyte Adolphe Taine, who 
was born April 21, 1828, at Souziers in Ardennes 
County, was a brilliant student at school and col- 
lege, carried off the first prize of belles-lettres in 
1848, and in 1853 became known as author by his 
‘Essay on La Fontaine’s Fables.” He is the author 


of a “History of English Literature,” which has, 
been criticised with not undeserved severity. A/| 


fifth literary man likewise so honored is M. Gustave 
Flaubert, who was born at Rouen in 1821. He was 
bred to his father’s profession, medicine, but he quit 
it after some years, for his father left him indepen- 
dent of fortune. He suddenly became famous in 
1857 by the publication of “ Mme. Bovary ;” this was 
followed in 1861 by “Salammbo,” which had a 
great sale, but was voted fatiguing. It is said he 
is writing another novel in the same style. M. 
Raymond Deslandes, a brilliant vaudevillist, was 
likewise decorated on the national festival-day of 
France. He was born at Yvetot July 12, 1825, and 
has written a great many brilliant vaudevilles. M. 
Ferdinand Langlé, a playwriter, the companion of 
M. Alex. Dumas, Eugéne Sue, etc., was decorated 
alsoonthe 15thof August. It has been some years 
since he has written anything, for he is now an old 
man, and it is a little odd he should never have 
been decorated before. He was born in Paris, No- 
vember 21,1798. The last literary man decorated 
was M. Narcisse Fournier, who has rather faded 
from our memory; he was born in 1809, and his 
most successful pieces were played between 1836 
and 1845. M. Amédée Achard, the well-known 
novelist, was promoted to be an officer on the same 
festival, and all Paris applauded the distinction 
conferred on him. A great many persons hoped to 
see the decoration bestowed on M. Paul de Kock; 
but it seems the government will not hear of it. 
The prizes distributed to the prizemen of the 
Colleges of Paris this year were: to the Ist prize- 
man in Mathematics, Laplace’s Works, 7 vols. ; to 
the 2d prizeman, Peyrard Euclides, 3 vols.,’Pascal, 
lvol. Tothe lst prizeman in Philosophy, Cicero’s 
Complete Works; to the 2d prizeman, Napoleon

1854, a complete edition, with full index, lives of | 
the principal contributors (Wilson, Lockhart, Ma- | 
ginn, and Hogg), history of “ Blackwood’s Magazine,” 

and copious annotations, by Dr. Shelton Mackenzie, 

was published by J. S. Redfield, New York. In| 
1855, Messrs. Blackwood, of Edinburgh, published 

an edition in four volumes, post 8vo., edited and | 
slightly annotated by Wilson’s son-in-law, Professor | 
Farrier, who, however, only printed thirty-nine out 
of the original seventy-one ‘ Noctes.”” A popular 
edition, with a dozen portraits, was issued by 
Messrs. Blackwood during the present year. A| 
revised edition, in octavo, of the New York issue | 
was published in 1863 by Mr. Widdleton, of New | 
York, who has now produced the fine large-paper 
edition which has suggested this notice. 


Or Swinburne’s new book, “Laus Veneris and |

THE AMERICAN ANNUAL CYCLOPADIA AND REGISTER 
or ImportTaNT EVENTs oF THE YEAR 1865.—This work 
is more comprehensive in its treatment of domestic 
topics than our own “Annual Reyister.” Besides 
the materials for the political history of the year, | 
the American Annual embraces the civil, military, 
and social affairs of the Union, and in addition the 
most important public documents, together with 
the biography of eminent men, the statistics of | 
commerce and finance, and of the literature, science, 

griculture, and mechanical industry of the nation. 
A more important or valuable series of documents 
it would be difficult to find arranged in so conve- 
hient a manner. This volume will be most pre- 
cious to the future historian of America. All its 
information is drawn from sources of unquestion- | 
able authority, and its genuineness is acknowledged | 
by contemporary criticism. We have here an accu- | 
Tate account of the military operations which closed 

the great civil war in the United States, and which | 
Will be looked back to by future times as the most | 
Striking demonstration the world has yet seen of | 
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the power and determination of a republican people. 
There we have the story of the disbandment of the 
armies, the reduction of the fleets, the peaceful 
occupation of the revolted territory, the return to 
civic pursuits of hundreds of thousands of trained 
soldiers, and the extraordinary rapidity with which 
their ability and activity were absorbed in peaceful 
occupation. We see nothing in the closing scene 
of this momentous drama to remind us of what used 
to take place in Europe at the close of great wars. 
No ragged soldiers begging in the streets or infest- 
ing the highways with menacing claims for help, 
that wanted but little of the robber’s formula, 
“Stand and deliver.” No riots for pay, no muti- 
nies for neglect and harsh treatment, no one-legged 
or one-armed sailors appealing in rows to the com- 
passion of their fellow subjects, and “splitting the 
ears of the groundlings” with untuneful cadences 
of patriotism and misfortune. For every discharged 
soldier there was a place open in the vigorous, 
progressive society of America; if he could do some- 
thing, there was something for him to do; if he 
could do nothing, he was decently supported by his 
fellow-citizens, in whose estimation the loss of a leg 
or an arm, or any other casualty that deprived him 
of the power of earning his own living, was looked 
upon as an investment for the general welfare, in 
which he had therefore a fuil right to participate. 
The execrable crime which struck down the simple, 
noble-minded man who guided the destinies of the 
nation with such admirable moderation and skill 
through the crisis of the war, is duly noticed, to- 
gether with the changes which the diabolical deed 
rendered necessary in the magistracy of the States, 
and the measures that were initiated for recon- 
structing the Union upon a more enduring basis. 
This will probably be the most interesting part of 
the volume to the politician. He will here find an 
excellent synopsis of the debates in Congress during 
the past year on the relations of the Southern States 
to the Union, together with the views of the mem- 
bers upon some other essential topics. Of these 
the opinions of the Presidents Lincoln and John- 
son, and the reports of Lieut.-General Grant, have 


| a peculiar interest at the present time, when the 


complications seem to be growing more inextri- 
cable, and the grounds on which a senator from Vir- 
ginia has been admitted to Congress, and on which 
the State of Louisiana has been recognized, are be- 
ginning to be regarded as doubtful by a large party 


| in the States. 


The volume is not wholly devoted to home affairs. 
The relations of the Union with foreign countries, 
and its diplomacy on the most important inter- 
national subjects, are also expounded and illustrated 
by the dispatches of American ambassadors at all 
civilized courts, and at some that have but small 
claim to that character. Such a work would be 
incomplete without a glance at the press, and the 
editors of the “Annual Cyclopedia” are too well 
acquainted with their duties to omit it. The num- 
ber of books published in America on all branches 
of human science is astonishing, and shows an im- 
mense appetite for literature among the people. 
The theological publications alone are enough to 
supply reading for a long life. To complete the 
Manual there is an excellent index, which renders 
every item in this storehouse of contemporary 
knowledge immediately accessible, and constitutes 
it a work of real value for reference.—London Daily 
News. 

Poycn 1n Tar Axtrropes.—The publication of a 
satirical and humorous illustrated “Punch” has 
been begun in Hobart Town, Van Dieman’s Land. 
Such a periodical has been published with success. 
in New South Wales, for some years. 
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Caprain Maynk Reip.—This voluminous and pop- | 
ular author has in the press ‘‘The Bandolero,” a | 
tale with ten illustrations. He is not a native of 
the United States, as generally supposed, but of the 
north of Ireland. He is now only forty-eight years | 
old. At the age of twenty he visited Mexico and 
went to New Orleans. For five years he traded 
and hunted among the Indians of the Southwest, 
after which he travelled through nearly every 
State in the Union; obtained a commission in the 
United States Army in 1845, during the Mexican 
War; was present at the siege of Vera Cruz; was | 
“ honorably mentioned” in the dispatches for his gal- 
lantry in leading a charge of infantry at Chapul- 
tepec, where he was dangerously wounded; went 
to Hungary to join in the war of independence 
there, in 1849, but was met by news of the failure 
of the revolt, and has resided in London ever since, 
where he devotes himself to literature, and is the 
most voluminous of living authors who write) 
stories of foreign adventure. 

Frovpr’s History or Exerayp.—The ninth and 
tenth volumes, comprising Queen Elizabeth’s reign 
from 1567 to 1574, have just been published in 
London. The principal events of these seven years, 
here recorded, are the deposition of Mary, Queen of 
Scots, her flight to England and virtual imprison- 
ment, the Northern rebellion and Duke of Norfolk 
plots, the revolt of the Netherlands from Philip 
Il. of Spain, and the Massacre of St. Bartholomew in 
Paris. Mr. Froude herein has broached the idea 
that Elizabeth’s purpose was to restore Mary to the 
Scottish throne in a state of subjection to herself, 
but that the Regent Murray, dreading the talents, 
beauty, fascination, and strong Catholicity of Mary, 
whose illegitimate brother he was, steadily crossed 
her design. Froude’s history is to extend from the 
fate of Wolsey to the death of Elizabeth. Six vol-| 
umes, giving the narrative to the death of Mary I. 
of England, have been republished in a very hand- 
some form by C. Scribner & Co., New York. 

SHaksPEARE.—The Glossary tothe Rev. Alexander 
Dyce’s new edition of Shakspeare has run to such 
a length that it has been judged necessary to issue 
it as a separate volume. This has extended the 
edition to nine volumes, instead of eight, as origi- 
nally proposed. 

“Owen MEREDITH.”,—A new volume of poems, 
by the son and heir of Lord Lytton, will soon si- 
multaneously appear in London and Boston. 

W. H. Arnswortu.—In the October number of 
“Bentley’s Miscellany,” of which he is proprietor 
and editor, Mr. Ainsworth has commenced a new tale 
of the day, entitled “Old Court.” His latest pre- 
ceding romance, “The Constable of Bourbon,” in 
the same periodical, has beeu republished. 

PuysicaL GrocraPuy.—Professor D. T. Ansted, the 
geologist, is about publishing a work on Physical 
Geography, which is expected to become a class- 
book for students of that science.

Mins, one of the best and most popular of recent 
American novelists. Of her first work, “ The | 
Lamplighter,” published at Boston, in 1854, forty | 
thousand copies were sold within eight weeks from 
its first appearance, and seventy thousand within 
the year. 

Mr. Cuartes Maciarey, who had for many years | 
conducted “The Scotsman,” the leading newspaper 
‘of Edinburgh, has died, in his eighty-fourth year. 
He was author of several books, the most distin- 
guished of which was one on the topography of 
Troy. | 
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Mr. F. Littywuire, one of the best cricketers in 
England, and author of “ The Cricketer’s Manual,” 
which is the Hoyle of the game, lately died at 
Brighton, England, aged thirty-eight. 

Mr. Seprimvs Texyyson, brother of the Laureate, 
and himself author of some creditable verses, has 


| died at Cheltenham. 


Mr. Avcustvs Dickens, younger brother of ‘ Boz,” 
who had been some years settled in business in 
this country, lately died in one of our Western 
cities, aged forty. 

Mr. H. C. Spenton, one of the ablest and the last 
of English line-engravers, is also among the dead. 
He was a pupil of Charles Warren, and as a figure 
engraver in the pure line style, was not surpassed 
in his time. He is best known by his engravings 
from the pictures by Mulready. He was sixty- 
three years old. 

Mr. Henry Texsry, an English landseape painter, 
of great promise and some creditable performance, 
was killed, on September Sth, by a fall from the 
summit of the Wasifluh, a lofty rock rising perpen- 
dicularly out of the lake opposite Griitli, in Swit- 
zerland. He had been sketching the Uri-Rothstock, 
and his seat being too near the edge of the preci- 
pice, his foot slipped as he was resuming it, and he 
fell headlong into the lake. 

HERMANN GoLpscHMIDT, an eminent painter and 
astronomer, born at Frankfort-on-the-Main, in June, 
1802, has died, lamented by literati, artists, and 
men of science in Germany and beyond. A man of 
mercantile business until he was thirty years old, 
he then took up the pencil, studying at Munich 
under Schnorr and Cornelius. He made his home 


|in Paris, where he achieved great success as a 


painter. When forty-five years old he became 
accidentally interested in astronomy, to which he 
devoted much of his time until his death. Among 
the fruits of his researches was the discovery of 
thirteen of the minor planets, commencing with 


| Lutetia on November 15, 1852, and ending with 
| Panopea on May 5, 1861. 


From the Academy of 
Sciences at Paris, and other learned bodies, he 
received numerous prizes and other houors. 

Mr. E. Tinstey, of the London firm of Tinsley 


| Brothers, has been snatched away by apoplexy. 


The “ Atheneum” says: “ Within half an hour of 
his decease, Mr. E. Tinsley was energetically at 
work, as was his wont, at his desk. ‘Tinsley 
Brothers” represent a new firm, the founders of 
which commenced ina humbler way. Their ambi- 
tion to rise was helped by opportunity. Miss 
Braddon’s novel, “ Lady Audley’s Secret,” had been 
declined, or, at least, not accepted by another 
house, when Mr. William Tinsley, now the only 
representative of the firm, hearing that the novel 
was in the market, recognized the prize, and sug- 
gested the purchase of the book, which became 


their property for the sum, we believe, of £250. The - 


result was fame, and something more substantial to 
the author, and a little fortune to the partners. Mr. 
EK. Tinsley now built a country residence at Putney, 
called it Audley Lodge, in commemoration of this 
venture, and, after a few years of enjoyment, has 
died at the early age of little more than thirty.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

The History of England from the Accession of James 
the Second. By Lord Macaulay. In 8 vols. 
New York: Hurd & Houghton. 

We have here an edition of Macaulay’s England 
which will be gladly welcomed by the public. It 
is convenient in form, well printed, and in large 
legible type. This Riverside edition will-doubtless 
take position as the edition of the work for the 
American trade. It includes, of course, the latest 
corrections, additions, and notes of the author, and 
also other notes which have been prepared specially 
for this edition. This latter class of notes refers 
mainly to those passages which have become sub- 
jects of discussion, or furnishes additional facts or 
statistics, in which respect this is perhaps superior 
to the English editions. The publication, in such 
excellent style, of a voluminous standard work such 
as this is highly creditable to the enterprise of 
Messrs. Hurd & Houghton, and as good books are 
in the long run a better investment than bad ones, 
we trust they will have their reward. 

The Life and Letters of James Gates Percival. By 
Julius H. Ward. pp. xiii., 583.. Boston: Tick- 
nor & Fields. 

We have here a very interesting and instructive 
piece of biography. Percival possessed abundant 
genius. His varied gifts, linguistic, scientific, and 
poetic, combined to constitute a character of marked 
individuality. The growth of his mind, the events 
of his life, and the range of his studies are all indi- 
cated in the volume in a very pleasant style, and 
the book will be especially gratifying to those who 
can appreciate literature and scholarship.

We learn from the preface that there have been 
already “two considerable volumes” published 
sketching the life and labors of Mary Lyon. That 
is much more biographical notice than many a great 
man receives, but we still have another instalment 
of three hundred pages more. This, however, is 
not a memoir, but is made up chiefly of instruc- 
tions in religious subjects. 


History of the Reformation in Europe in the Time of 
Calvin. By J. H. Merle D’Aubigné,D.D. Vol. IV.

Dr. D’Aubigné’s productions have taken a per- 
manent position as contributions to ecclesiastical 
history.

Treasures from the Prose Writings of John Milton. 
pp. viii., 486. Boston: Ticknor & Fields. 

It is gratifying, at a time when the press is issu- 
ing so many publications of a trashy and epheme- 
ral character, to meet with a volume like“this, of 
undefiled English and noble thought. Although it 
is, in the phrase of Milton himself, like violating a 
tomb thus “ to rake through the entrails” of a good 
old author, yet we suppose the preparation of such 
volumes of excerpts is necessary for a large body 
of readers ; although, besides the mere act of ne- 
cessary mutilation, the author may be positively 
misrepresented by suppressions. We do not see, 
however, that the gentleman who has prepared the 
present work could have done much better in the 
way of executing the plan he has adopted. He 
has gone through the various works chronologi- 
cally, and extracted certain passages from each of 
them, sometimes continuous, and sometimes with 
omissions ; in some instances indicating the sub- 
ject of the passage by a head-line, but generally 
not doing so. There are no foot-notes explanatory 
of the text. The selections undoubtedly exhibit 
the best portions of Milton’s prose, which is be- 
yond all question the finest in the language. It 
should be read much more than it is, and we hope 
the present volume will do something towards call- 
ing attention to it. Appended to the volume is a 
list of Milton’s prose works arranged in chronologi- 
eal order. Mr. Fellowes’ translation of the Fami- 
liar Letters is referred to, but no mention is made 
of an excellent translation, with notes, by John 
Hall, published iu Philadelphia, in 1829, by E. 
Littell. The index to the contents is an admirable 
help to their study, and the typography, paper, 
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and general manufacture of the book are neat and 

attractive. 

Character and Characteristic Men. 
Whipple. pp. vi., 323. Boston: 
Fields. 

Mr. Whipple is well known as a lecturer, essay- 
ist, and reviewer. He is a vigorous thinker, ex- 
presses himself clearly, and is master of an elevated 
and rather stately style. His intellectualism is 
thoroughly healthy, his views of life are sound and 
judicious, and he affects no tricks or conceits of ex- 
pression under the current delusion that such 
things constitute originality. There are twelve 
papers in the volume, and their subjects are Char- 
acter; Eccentric Character; Intellectual Charac- 
ter; Heroic Character; The American Mind; The 
English Mind; Thackeray ; Hawthorne; Edward 
Everett ; Thomas Starr King; Agassiz: Washington ; 
and the Principles of the Revolution. Whoever 
reads the book will find it suggestive and scholarly.

The 
papers thus collected are of a miscellaneous char- 
acter. The first volume, however, consists wholly 
of Legends and Chronicles illustrative of the wars 
between the Spaniards and Moors. The second 
voluine contains a number of biographical sketches 
and reviews, most of which originally appeared in 
periodical publications. Among these is the au- 
thor’s first essay in print, which appeared in the 
“Morning Chronicle” of New York, and bears the 
date of November 15, 1802. The volumes are, of 
course, an indispensable supplement to the editions 
of Irving’s works, and can be had in styles corre- 
sponding with the various forms in which they are 
issued by Hurd & Houghton.
